With the exception of the Port 


Orange precinct every voting 
pre- 


cinct in the proposed special dis- 
trict gave a substantial maoj'rity for 
the proposed bond issue. 


The total vote cast was not 
as 


leavy as had been anticipated, prob- 
ably because it was generally be- 
lieved the majority for the bond issue 
•would be a safe one, and many o 
-the qualified voters did not take th 
trouble to go to the polls'and cas 
their ballots. 


In the New Smyrna precinct ther 


was a total of 153 ballots cast, 81 
-of which were for the bond Issm 
«nd 49 against.

•ors because

The result of the election 
is a 


-decided- victory for the advocates 01 
good roads in this section of the 
county and by their ballots the citi- 
zens have decided- on another long 
step 'in the direction of progress for 
this part of the county. 


This is the third special road and 


bridge district to be created this 
year in Volusia county, and another 
year will see Volusia county well up 
in the front ranks of the good roads 
counties of the state. 
The creation 


of the Daytona special district means 
the roads to the north of us will be 
put in excellent condition, and those 
highways will be met by this special 
district and carried on to the I!revard 
. county line. 
The creation of the 


DeLand special district means that 
tMs county seat district and this dis- 
trict will unite in completing & hard 
surfaced road between New Smyrna 
and the county seat, and the creation 
ot this special district means that 
the people 
of this section of the 


county will soon have the hard sur 
faced road direct from Coronado to 
the St. Johns river, for which they 
have been working for a number of 
years.

LAND OWNERS TO MEET IN DE 


LAND NEXT MONTH TO NAME 


THREE SUPERVISORS TO HAVE 


CHARGE OF WORK. 


, On the 9th of this month Circuit 
Judge James W. Perkins at DeLand 
signed a decree incorporating about 
44,000 acres of land lying to the 
west and southwest of New Smyrna 
into a drainage district to be known 
as 
the 
Lake Ashby Drainage dis- 


trict. 
This large body of land com- 


prises all of the holdings of tlie In- 
dian Springs Land company, a Flor- 
ida corporation having their general 
offices in New Smyrna; part of the 
lands owned by the Tomoka Land 
company, Consolidated Land 
com- 


pany, Glencoe Turpentine company, 
Florida Land company, Gould-Woolen 
Realty company, 
and 
many other 


owners, of both large and small 
tracts. 


The northern 
boundary 
of 
this 


district is near where' the New Smyr- 
na-DeLand 
road 
crosses 
Spruce 


creek, and it extends south arbund 
Sriggsvllle, Indian Springs, Alamana, 
Lake' Ashby and Kalamazoo and to 
the St. Johns river, containing some 
of the most fertile land to be found 
In Florida. 


As provided by the special act of 


the legislature under which this 
drainage district was incorporated, 
the land owners will meet at 
the 


courthouse in DeLand at 10 o'clock 
a. m., Tuesday, November 9th, 
for 


the purpose 
of 
electing 
three of 


heir number to act as supervisors, 
who are to employ competent drain- 
age engineers, contractors, etc., and 
see to it that an adequate system of 
drainage is perfected. 


'The entire cost ot this drainage 


work, estimated at a quarter 
of a 


million dollars or more, will be paid 
'or by the issue of bonds, which 
bonds will be secured 
and paid by 


an annual tax upon the land within 
the district. The total cost per acre 
o each owner will depend upon the 
benefits his land will receive from 
the drainage. 
Smith and Jones may

higher than Jones' and, does not need 
drainage so badly, he will pay less 
drainage tax than Jones.

The incorporation of this drainage 


district is one of the most important 
projects that has been undertaken 
in this county for many years. 
It 


mifins the expenditure of a quarter 
of a million dollars for the drainage 
alone, most of which 
will 
go for 


labor. 
It meane the employment o! 


a sniiill army of men for probably a 
year In the digging of these canals 
and ditches. 
The merchants 
and 


growers in this section of Volusia 
county will profit by furnishing sup- 
plies to these men. 
Besides, we 


may expect many new farms to be 
cleared and improved in this dis- 
trict within the next few months. 
These newcomers must buy lumber, 
fencing and other supplies, thus put- 
ting: more morey into circulation in 
this neighborhood and increasing ou: 
taxable wealth. 


One of the hard surfaced roads 


to be built by the bonds voted at the 
election held here last Tuesday runs 
a distance of 12 or 14 miles through 
this drainage district, connecting Al- 
amana, Indian Springs and ''Briggs- 
ville with New Smyrna and DeLand. 
thus adding another incentive to 
rapid and permanent development. 


This drainage district means much 


to the 
ones 
who are 
fortunate 


enough tp own lands within its 
boundaries, and it also means much 
to the entire county and state. It 
is, therefore, the duty of the land 
owners when they meet in DeLand 
next month to elect suprvisors who 
will handle the business affairs of 
the district, to elect from among 
themselves three men whose integ- 
rity and business ability qualify them 
to properly handle this large and im- 
portant project.

with enclosed a, paper furnished me 
by a respectable firm of attorneys 
and it is stated by them to te a 
copy of an affidavit of L. A. Hprt- 
man. 
In this affidavit you wi'l note 


that Mr. Hartman quotes you es mak- 
ing statements condemnatory of Flor- 
ida lands generally and without Qual- 
ifying your remarks. 


Owing to the fact that recently 


you were quoted by the press of the 
country generally as making similar 
remarks, and as you were quoted as 
making them 
as 
attorney general 


of Kansas, thereby lending greater 
weight to the damaging effect they 
would have on the reputation of Flcr- 
da lands, I feel it my duty as gover- 
nor of Florida to call your attenfon 
to the fact that there is a large 
quantity of valuable land in the state 
of Florida, some of which is worth 
a very fancy price, and much of it 
s as good land as will be found any- 
where in the country- 
There are 


other lands in the state, of course, 
which are not worth so much. 


I, as governor, together with all 


good citizens of the state of Florida, 
would 
exceedingly 
regret 
for the 


owners of good lands in the state 
to suffer because of the activities of 
unscrupulous salesmen, or because 
of statements of high officials which 
might be misconstructed as referring 
o all lands in the state of Florida, 
would certainly not wish any encour- 
agement given to unscrupulous land 
agents, but I earnestly request that 
my person or company who has de- 
tirable • Florida lands for sale, may 
have the merits of their propositions 
given that careful and courteous con 
ideration which is due any honest 
itizen engaged in a legitimate bust 
tess Jn any pert of America. 


I feel confident that occupying the 


ilgh position you do you will accord 
his consideration to every person of- 
ering Florida lands for sale In your 
tate; and if, after investigation, any 
f them prove unworthy of the'per- 
mit to 
do 
business 
in Kansas I 


would certainly not ask that they be 
Hawed' to operate, but on the other 
and, if any applicant for a permit 
to do business in your state should 
lave a bona fide proposition to of- 
er, I sincerely trust that the great 
tate of Kansas will accord them 
hat considerate treatment to which 
they may be entitled.

F. L. Skelly, sales manager of tha» 


Florida Citrus exchange, has return-- 
ed from a 15,000 mile trip, during; 
which he visited nearly every state 
in the Union and looked thoroughly 
into the possibilities of a market for 
this season's output of citrus fruit. 
That Mr. Skelly does not feel dis- 
couraged may be inferred, though he 
is careful 
not 
to 
make any rash 


prophecies as to what he thinks the 
opening prices will te or how ha 
thinks the market will pan out. 


He was gone two months and vis- 


ited 57 cities, where he lined up con- 
nections that will be of benefit 
to 


the citrus growers when the fruit 
shipping season opens. 
Found Conditions Good—- 


He found conditions 
in 
all sec- 


tions very encouraging. The gener- 
al feeling of depression that was ev- 
verywhere prevalent last year has 
given way to an optimistic and sin- 
cere belief in better general condi- 
tions. 
Fruit dealers everywhere be- 


lieve fruit will find a readier market 
at much better money than was ther 
case a year ago. 


Mr. Skelly found everywhere the 


belief that if Florida would stop ov- 
er-Blocking the very early markets 
with green and immature fruit that 
fruit would sell freely all through 
the year at satisfactory prices. When 
he Informed the dealers that 
such, 


practices would be stopped from now 
on they were much gratified, and he 
thinks they will be more inclined to 
buy more freely now that they are 
made to realize that they 
are not 


getting a type of fruit that will re- 
main on their bands for weeks be- 
fore they can dispose of it, if at all. 


Mr: Skelly reports that the cotton 


and grain crops throughout the coun- 
try at s selling at satisfactory prices, 
and that mills and factories in gen—«s« 
eral are everywhere working with, 
full forces, many running day 
and 


night. 
He argues that this, means, 


greater buying power for the masses, 
as contrasted with the low buying 
.power of the consumer last season. 
Ail this seems to forecast higher 
prices this year. - 
California to Have 40,000 Cart— 


Referring to competing fruit Mr. 


Skelly says southern California wiir 
have 35,000 cars this season, and the 
northern section, 
from 
which the 


early navels are sent, 
about 5,000 


cars. Very little fruit from south- 
ern California is shipped for the hol- 
idays, and under the ruling of the 
pure food department there will be- 
less than in former years. 
Porto 


Rico will have about 75 per cent of 
a grapefruit crop this year as com- 
pared .with last, though probably as 
much fruit will be sent to market. 
The Isle of Pines fruit was damaged 
by winds, the loss being variously 
— 


estimated from 12 to 50 per cent. 
The United States apple crop 
is, 


short as compared with last season, 
and apples are now bringing good' 
\ 


prices. 


The exchange will probably ship 


no grapefruit for 
another 
month; 


certainly no lot will be sent before 
that time, unless It has been passed 
by the Inspectors. 
Mr. Skelly rd~ 


fuses to commit himself on probable 
opening prices, saying that all the 
grapefruit he took orders for was - 
for price to be made at time of ship- 
ment. 
Mr. Skelly is conservative 


in his statements, but is expecting

qualifications of all who desire to

the plumbing business

as to the applicant's ability as a 
plumber and his familiarity with the 
plumbing regulations in the City of

LAND NEXT MONTH TO NAME 


THREE SUPERVISORS TO HAVE 


CHARGE OF WORK. 


, On the 9th of this month Circuit 
Judge James W. Perkins at DeLand 
signed a decree incorporating about 
44,000 acres of land lying to the 
west and southwest of New Smyrna 
into a drainage district to be known 
as 
the 
Lake Ashby Drainage dis- 


trict. 
This large body of land com 


prises all of the holdings of the In- 
dian Springs Land company, a Flor- 
ida corporation having their general 
offices in New Smyrna; part of the 
lands owned by the Tomoka Land 
company, Consolidated Land 
co 


pany, Glencoe Turpentine compai 
Florida Land company, Gould-Woolen 


road

Realty company, 
and 
many other 


owners , of both large and small 
tracts. 


The northern 
boundary of this 


district is near where' the New Smyr- 
na-DeLand 
creek, and 
Sriggsvllle, Indian Springs, Alamana, 
Lake' Ashby and Kalamazoo and to 
the St. Johns river, containing some 
of the most fertile land to be found 
In Florida. 


As provided by the special act of 


the legislature under which this 
drainage district was incorporated, 
the land owners will meet at 
the 


ourthouse in DeLand at 10 o'clock 
a. m., Tuesday, November 9th, 
for 


the purpose 
of 
electing 
three of 


their number to act as supervisors, 
who are to employ competent drain- 
age engineers, contractors, etc., and 
see to it that an adequate system of 
drainage is perfected. 


The entire cost of this drainage 


work, estimated at a quarter 
of a 


million dollars or more, will be paid 
for by the issue of bonds, which 
bonds will be secured 
and paid by 


an annual tax upon the land within 
the district. The total cost per acre 
to each owner will depend upon the 
benefits his land will receive from 
the drainage.

The incorporation of this drainage 


district is one of the most important 
projects that has been undertaken 
in this county for many years.

a fimall army of men for probably a 
year in the digging of these canals 
and ^ditches.

These . newcomers must buy lumber, 
fencing and other supplies, thus put- 
ting more morey into circulation in 
this neighborhood and increasing our 
taxable wealth. 


One of the hard surfaced roads

ten the following to the attorney gen 
eral of Kansas: 
Hon. S. M. Brewster, Attorney Gen 


eral, Topeka, Kansas. 
Dear Sir: 
I am handing you here 


with enclosed a, paper furnished me 
by a respectable firm of attorneys 
and it is stated by them to te a 
copy of an affidavit of L. A. Hprt 
man. 
In this affidavit you wi'l note 


that Mr. Hartman quotes you cs mak 
Ing statements condemnatory of Flor- 
ida lands generally and without qual- 
ifying your remarks. 


Owing to the fact that recently 


you were quoted by the press of the 
country generally as making similar 
remarks, and as you were quoted as 
making them 
as 
attorney general 


of Kansas, thereby lending greater 
weight to the damaging effect they 
would have on the reputation of Flor- 
ida lands, I feel it my duty as gover- 
nor of Florida to call your attent'on 
to the fact that there is a large 
quantity of valuable land in the state 
of Florida, some of which is worth 
a very fancy price, and much of it 
is as good land as will be found any- 
where in the country. 
There are 


other lands in the state, of course, 
which are not worth so much. 


I, as governor, together with all 


good citizens of the state of Florida, 
would 
exceedingly 
regret 
for the 


owners of good lands in the state 
to suffer because of the activities of 
unscrupulous salesmen, or because 
of statements of high officials which 
might be misconstructed as referring 
.o all lands in the state of Florida. I 
would certainly not wish any encour- 
agement given to unscrupulous land 
agents, but I earnestly request that 
any person or company who has de- 
sirable • Florida lands for sale, may 
have the merits of their propositions 
given that careful and courteous con- 
sideration which is due any honest 
citizen engaged in a legitimate busi- 
ness in any pert of America. 


I feel confident that occupying the 


high position you do you will accord 
his consideration to every person of- 
'ering Florida lands for sale In your 
itate; and if, after investigation, any 
of them prove unworthy of the'per- 
mit to 
do 
business 
in Kansas I 


would certainly not ask that they be 
allowed' to operate, but on the other 
hand, if any applicant for a permit 
to do business in your state should 
have a bona fide proposition to of- 
er, I sincerely trust that the great 
itate of Kansas will accord them 
hat considerate treatment to which 
they may be entitled.

tbe name indicates, this most 
modem of swimming strokes 
is u combination of the trudg- 
cou and crawl, with the identi- 


cal urm movements of^both aud a leg 
drive teaturing the characteristics of 
each. 


Two forms of it are now in use—the 


single and the double. In the single 
the swimmer performs one narrow, 
horizontal scissor^ kick at the end of 
the top arm drive, like in the trudgeon, 
then rolls face down and whips the 
feet alternately and vertically, as in 
the true crawl. 
In the double two 


scissors are Introduced, one at the com- 
pletion of each arm drive, with a slight 
crawl thriibh between. 


The trudgeou-crawl was originated 


in this country, and several men have 
claimed its invention, but there can 
be no doubt that Prank Sullivan of 
Chicago, now instructor of swimming 
at Princeton university, deserves full 
credit for bringing it into prominence. 


Possibly others may have thought 


before he did of combining the two 
strokes, yet even this seems unlikely, 
for at the time he publicly outlined the 
evolved theory in 1905 the crawl was 
just beginning to be known here, and 
lew had given it attention. 


At all events it is quite certain that 


Sullivan was the first to undertake 
practical experiments and prove the 
efficiency of the new stroke. 


Early in 1900, if memory serves, he 


induced four boys who could not swim 
at all to take It up under his super- 
vision, and in less than two seasons 
they were making their mark in the 
competitive field. One of them, Leslie 


nor tbe crawl permitted us to gain all 
possible propulsion from 
the

While therefore it would be extremely 
rash to assert that the composite scis- 
sors thrash could not be improved upon, 
yet tbe fact that It eliminates alnioM 
entirely the negative movements of re-

power shows unquestionably that we 
hjve at least drawn a "step nearer the 
goal of all students of natation—the 
finding of the perfect stroke. 


In swimming the single type ot 


trudgeon-crawl the body should roll 
sensibly on the under shoulder as the 
top arm drives, for if one travels on an 
even keel tbe working lower leg rises 
out of water in opening and a portion 
of its drive is made through thin air 
and. totally wasted. For tbe same rea- 
son It is essential to roil rather heavily 
from side to side in using the double 
type, that both scissors may be per- 
formed completely beneath the surface. 
The roll, however, is not necessary in 
sprinting, as will be explained. 


Let it first be understood, though, 


that the widtL of the scissors and both 
the width and speed of the following 
• thrash are determined by the distance 
to be covered, naturally takjng into 
consideration, besides, the resources of 
tach individual. 


Indeed, the combination stroke be- 


comes practically a pure crawl when 
Used for sprinting, since the scissors 
are then made so narrow that they 
barely 
outspan 
the 
accompanying 


tbrash, merging with it completely and 
only being distinguishable by a forci- 
ble accenting of the rhythm. Evident- 
ly there is no need here to roll beyond 
the point of securing a cleau recovery 
for the arms

Chlvllle, developed Into a star long 
distance swimmer, then retired. An 
other, Richard FrizeU, won a number 
of championship titles before he mi- 
grated to Central America In 1013. The 
remaining two, Harry Hebner and 
Perry McGlIlivray, are today our great- 
est all round swimmers and hold a 
Ions string of world's records. 


The brilliant success of the latter 


pair probably ncpounts in part for tbe 
widespread popularity enjoyed at pres- 
ent by tbe stroke that made them fa- 
mous, yet it is not difficult to be con- 
vinced of its actual superiority if one 
gives it some study. 


Easy to realize—for Instance, In com- 


paring ft with the trudgeon—that tbe 
thrash added between scissors kicks 
Biust perforce make for greater speed; 
equally clear in weighing it against 
the crawl that the use of one or1 two 
scissors increases tbe propelling power, 
for the wider and more vigorous move- 
ments cannot but Impart more momen- 
tum than the smaller drives of tbe con- 
tinuous thrush. 


It might be claimed that the amount 


of energy expended Is out of propor- 
tion to tiie resulting benefit, but such 
Is not the case. Once an object is set 
•n motion It requires very little power 
to keep It moving at the puce attained, 
•nd even a mere flutter of the feet Is 
sufficient to maintain the speed fur- 
nished by tbe scissors kick in swim- 
ming. 


Thin one of the chief advantages of 


tbe stroke is that it enables its devo- 
tee* to utilize more effectively their 
tan than any of Its predecessors.

In a Series ef Tea Articles Famous Expert 
Louis De B. Haudley of the N. Y. A. C. 
Gives Advice to Beginners and Veterans.

the name indicates, this most 
modem of swimming strokes 
is a combination of the trudg- 
cou and crawl, with the identi- 


cal arm movements of^both aud a leg 
drive teaturiug the characteristics of 
each. 


Two forms of it are now in use—the 


single and the double. In the single 
the swimmer performs one narrow, 
horizontal scissors, kick at the end of 
the top arm drive, like in the trudgeon, 
then rolls face down and whips the 
feet alternately and vertically, as in 
the true crawl. 
In the double two 


scissors are Introduced, one at the com- 
pletion of each arm drive, with a Blight 
crawl thrash between. 


The trudgeou-crawl was originated 


In this country, and several men have 
claimed its invention, but there can 
be no doubt that Frank Sullivan of 
Chicago, now instructor of swimming 
at Princeton university, deserves full 
credit for bringing it into prominence. 


Possibly others may have thought 


before he did of combining the two 
strokes, yet even this seems unlikely, 
for at the time he publicly outlined the 
evolved theory in 1905 the crawl was 
just beginning to be known here, and 
lew had given it attention. 


At all events it Is quite certain that 


Sullivan was the first to undertake 
practical experiments and prove the 
efficiency of the new stroke.

Induced four hoys who could not swim 
at all to take It up under his super- 
vision, and in less than two seasons 
they were making their mark hi the 
competitive field.

In swimming the single type of 


trudgeon-crawl the body should roV 
sensibly on the under shoulder as the 
top arm drives, for if one travels on an 
even keel the working lower leg rises 
out of water in opening and a portion 
of Its drive is made through tkiii all 
and. totally wasted. For the same rea- 
son It is essential to roll rather heavily 
from side to side in using the double 
type, that both scissors may be per- 
formed completely beneath the surface 
The roll, however, is not necessary In 
sprinting, as will be explained. 


Let it first be understood, though, 


that the widtL of the scissors and botl 
the width and speed of the following 


• thrash are determined by the distance 
to be covered, naturally taking into 
consideration, besides, the resources of 
each individual.

comes practically a pure crawl when

Chlville, developed Into a star long 
distance swimmer, then retired. An. 
other, Richard Frlzell, won a number 
of championship titles before he mi- 
grated to Central America In 1913. The 
remaining two, Harry Hebner and 
Perry McGHlivray, are today our great- 
est all round swimmers and hold a 
long string of world's records. 


The brilliant success of the latter 


pair probably acpounts in part for the 
widespread popularity enjoyed at pres- 
ent by the stroke that made them fa- 
mous, yet It Is not difficult to be con 
vlnced of Its actual superiority If one 
gives it some study.
